After dying the fish are backed up 
in the still places and backwater 
lagoons to such an extent that it is 
feared’ that the dead and decaying fish 
will cause sickness, and in some in- 
stances people are said to be remov- 
ing their livestock from pastures along 
the stream, fearing they may be killed 
by drinking the poisoned water.

American Embassy Takes 
Over Archives @nd Ef- 
fects of Legation at Lon- 
don’s Request. 


HOHLER’S MISSION 
WILL BE CANCELED 


‘Cummins, British Charge, 


Reported To Have Been 
Recalled Wednesday by 
His Government. 


Washington, June 18.—Great Brit- 
ain has broken off all diplomatic re- 
lations with Mexico, as a result of 
the refusal of the Mexican government 
to rescind her order expelling Her- 
bert C. Cummins, British agent for @ 
number .of years at Mexico City. 

At the request of the British gov- 
ernment, the American embassy at 
Mexico City has taken over the ar- 
chives and effects of the British lega- 
tion, the state department announeed 
Wednesday night. Great Britain 
made the request through the Ameri- 
can embassy in London. 

This means the breaking of diplo- 
matic relations between the two gov- 
ernments, as it will result in the im- 
mediate recall of Cummins, in @ccord- 
ance with views of the mission of Sir

With Britain turning over the af- 
fatrs of her embassy to the United 
States, as peguetad in Washington 
dispatches, it is assumed that her 
next step would be to recal] her rep- 
resentative. That would be the usual 


course in the severance of interna- 
tional] relations. | 

The British consul declines to com- 
ment, but an official of the ministry 
of foreign affairs states that Cum- 
mins has been recalled on passports, 
as Mexico refused; to accept any other 
solution of the problem. 

It is understood that Cummins will 
go to New York to take charge of 
the archives in the British consulate 
there. The foreign colony here be- 
lieves that he will leave within the 
next 24 hours. 

Meanwhile, British oil companies 
and other British interests here are 
left without any representative of the 
British government in Mexico City.

DEMOCRAT VICTORY 


New York, June 18.—William G. 
McAdoo, in a formal statement issued 
tonight, forecast victory for the demo- 
cratic party thrceugh the progressive 
force within the party. He said that 
throughou: the country there was a 
demand that the democrats should 
commit themselves unequivocally to 
constructiye reforms. : 

‘"Fhere are certain things,” Mr. Mc- 
Adoo said in part, “which the demo- 
cratic party must fight tor uncompro- 
misingly. International cooperation 
for the purpose of abolishing war and 
thus inuintaining peace; evtting down 
or’ elimination of excessive military 
and naval armaments and restoration 
of world wide economic improvement ; 
broadening the base of prosperity 
among our own people so that, as far 
as possible, parity shall be restored 
between the cost to the farmer of the 
things he consumes and tke price he 
obtains for the things he sells, 

Reforms Are Urged. 

“As essential sfeps in this direction 
the tariff must be reconstructed down- 
wards and the railroads must be re- 
iormed so as to provide adequate and 
efficient service at lower rates. For- 
eign trade must be re-established and 
widened; the natural resources of the 
nation must be protected, particularly 
water-power, which must be developed 
in the interest of the people and not 
exploited for private advantage. Child 
labor should be protected and equality 
of rights, civil, economic and social 
should be accorded to women, 

“Genuine economy in government 
must be practiced and taxes must be 
progressively reduced to the lowest 
possible basis consistent with effi- 
cient government and justice to de- 
serving employees in the public serv- 
ice. Justice to labor, the farmer and 
{he people must be substituted for 
the policy of advantage to predatory 
juterests constantly practiced by this 
administration. 

Fair and Generous Spirit. 

“The contest over nominations will, 
I hope, be conducted in a fair and 
generous spirit between the rival as- 
pirants. We must remember that it 
is not ehough merely to nominate can- 
cidates. We must so conduct our- 
selves that we can elect them in No- 
vember, 1924. If there should be any 
who seek merely to obstruct the will 
of the rank and file of the party or 
to satisfy personal ambitions or to 
ereate schisms, I am confident that 
they will find neither sympathy nor 
support among the great body of the 
patriotic and unselfish men and wom- 
en who come to New York impressed 
with the serious responsibility which 
rests upon them and determined to 
discharge it in good faith to their con- 
stituents and with fidelity to the 
party.” 

When Mr. McAdoo was interrogated 
again as to his attitude towards the 
two-thirds rule, he said: 

“Tt is immaterial ta me—it is a 
matter for the convention to decide.”

There was a_ Rooseveltian§ tang 
about McAdoo’s spectacular arrival. 
New York is regarded as hostile ter- 
ritory, but McAdoo’s friends packed 
the big railroad station and sent roars 
of cheers through the waiting room 
as the candidate plowed his way 
through the dense throng with the aid 
of a cordon of strapping policemen. 
He arrived at 3:30 o’clock and was 
met by his manager, David Ladd 
Rockwell, and a group of McAdoo 
lieutenants, all wearing hatbands in- 
scribed “Mac’]l Do.” 

Leads Little Daughter. 

McAdoo came out of his car lead- 
ing his little daughter, Mary Faith, 
by the hand. Mrs, McAdoo, wearing 
mourning for her late father, Wood- 
row Wilson, followed leading Ellen, 
the other small daughter. The crowd 
pressed so close that McAdoo lifted 
little May Faith and the child, wear- 
ing a perky little blue bonnet, look- 
ed out calmly over the throng as she 
rode along on the tall shoulders of 
her daddy. Ellen and her mother were 
nearly trampled in the jam. Only 
much work by the police neld the 
crowd back. 

As McAdoo rearhed the center of 
the waiting room the crowd began to 
call for a speech. <A porter brought 
a small box which resembled a soap 
bex, and McAdoo clinbed on this— 
first sending the two children outside 
to escape the crowd, 

Principles, Not Personalities. 

“T want to thank you for this won- 
derful welcome to our old home,” Mce- 
Adoo said. “We live in California now 
but we will never lose our love for 
our former home. [I take this demon- 
stration not so much as personal to 
me as evidence of the interest of pa- 
triotic citizens in the issues of this 
momentous campaign. ‘This cam- 
paign must not be fought out on per- 
sonalities, but on principles. There 
ore certain things that eeed redress 
and the solvent of progressiveism if 
prosperity is to be restored and the 
iwmortal principles of Thomas Jeffer- 
son given vitality. 

“We have got to have equal oppor: 
tunity for all again and special priv- 
ilege no more to anyone. Never has 
this issue heen «0 vital and the people 
so determined that those guilty of be- 
traval of the public trust shall be 
driven out of office.” 

‘Here a_ group of photographers 
broke through the police cordon and 
asked McAdoo to hold still for a mo- 
ment. 

“This is a two-ring circus—posing 
“jaking a speech at 
the same time.” he said with a laugh. 

Resuming his speech, McAdoo said: 

“Tf the democratic party is true to 
its principles there inevitably will he 
a great victory in 1924. ff it fails 
to seize this great opportunity, it de- 
serves defeat and it will get it. There 
isn’t room in this country for two re- 
actionary parties. We have one—a 
fine reactionary nartr—the republican 
party. We must oppose it with pro- 
gressive. organized democracy.” 

McAdoo Almost Mobbed. 

Hundreds broke through the police 


| ring to shake McAdoo’s hand and only 
(heroic efforts by the police, assisted 


iby several of the McAdoo staff, saved 


the candidate and Mrs. McAdoo from 
being badly squeezed. Both smiled 
helplessly as the police fought back 
the crowd and jammed a path through 
to the station entrance where a band 
of fifteen automobiles were waiting. 
Falling in behind an escort of mount- 
ed and motoreycle pelice, the McAuoo 
procession, decorated with banners, 
moved cross-town through well-lined 
streets to the Vanderbilt hotel, where 
campaign headquarters have been 
established. Here another’ great 
crowd Was waiting to give a demon- 
stration, 

Sharply in contrast to this spec- 
tacular entry, George E. Brennan. 
Illinois leader and keystone of the 
anti-McAdoo fight, slipped silently 
into town. Only a couple of political 
lieutenants met him and he hurriedly 
retreated into his room, locking him- 
self in for the long grind of confer- 
ences. As usual he refused to talk. 


Party Leaders Arrive. 

Tom Love, national committeeman 
of Texas; Edward F. Goltra, national 
committeeman for Missouri; Walter 
Moore, of Alabama, and Ed Moore, 
Cox manager in 1920, arrived Wed- 
nesday. Three big figures are due 
Thursday—William J. Bryan, Tom 
Taggart, Indiana boss, and Joe Tum- 
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white house secretary. 

In reply to the famous Coolidge 
slogan, democrats (firculated fans 
bearing the slogan: “Keep Cool With- 
out Coolidge.” 

As a counter-irritant to the Smith 
atmosphere, movies showing McAdoo 
in broncho-busting costume are being 
shown at local houses. McAdoo cam- 
paign headquarters will issue its own 
newspaper during the convention. It 
will be called “Progressive Democra- 
cy.” and distributed to delegates just 
before the convention meets each day. 

“The purpose is to give the delegates 
unbiased information,” a McAdoo 
lieutenant said. The real purpose is 
to offset the friendly Smith news in 
some of the New York newspapers. 

Smith forces are saving their fire- 
works. The governor is remaining in 
his suite at ‘the Biltmore, receiving 
political associates. But he rarely ap- 
pears in public. The Smith ballyhoo 
has been held up until the delegates 
arrive at the end of the week. 


POLITICAL CAULDRON NOW 
BOILING IN NEW YORK. 

New York, June 18.—The arrival 
of William G. McAdoo from California 
and George Brennan from Chicago 
combined with sweltering weather’ to- 
day to set boiling the political caul- 
dron which is brewing for the open- 
ing of the democratic national con- 
vention next Tuesday. 

These were the outstanding features 
of a day that was crowded with events 
of pre-convention significance. Others 
were : 

The development of an increasing 
aversion on the part of newly arriving 
McAdoo men to join his fight for 
abrogation of the two-thirds rule. 

A declaration by Governor Smith’s 
backers that if imposition of the ma- 
jority rule were attempted, a coun- 
ter-attack would be launched against 
the state-unit rule, by which many 
of the McAdoo delegates are bound, 

Indications that Brennan, leader 
of democrats in Illinois, whom Mce- 
Adoo men credit with having started 
the movement to put the convention 
under majority rule, also favored ab- 
rogating the custom of voting certaim 
state delegations as units. 

Quarters for Underwood. 


Establishment of headquarters for 
Oscar Underwood and John W. Davis, 
candidates for the presidency and of 
George L. Berry, vice presidential as- 
pirant. 

Allocation of the delegations’ posi- 
tions on the floor of Madison Square 
Garden and detailed completion of ar- 
rangements within the great audi- 
torlum. 

Announcement of Senator Copeland, 
who heretofore has been looked upon 
as a potential “dark horse’ candidate 
for the presidential nomination, that 
after a tour of New England, where 
he received a “grand reception,” he 
was “all for Smith.” 

General agreement among members 
of the national committee, nearly all 
of whom are on the scene, that Sen- 
ator Walsh, of Montana, would be 
awarded the permanent convention 
chairmanship “because of the great 
service he has just done the country 
and the party through his activities 
at Washington.” 

The last onerous job of the delega- 
tions’ seating subcommittee, headed 
by Isadore Dockweiler, of California, 
was completed after hours of discus- 
sion and a long session at Madison 
Square Garden, at which virtually 
every delegate and party worker in 
town appeared to plead for choice 
places for his state or territorial 
standard. 

Seating Arrangements. 


As the standards stood tonight 
Missouri and Ohio were opposite in 
the two aisles directly fronting the 
speaker’s stand. Behind Missouri and 
stretching back to the boxes were ar- 
ranged in this order: California, 
Montana, Alabama, Ipdiana, North 
Carolina, Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, Maine. Back of Ohio 
were: New Jersey, New York, Ten- 
nessee, Connecticut, Colorado, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
Hawaii and the Philippine Islands. 

Wisconsin’s standard was at the 
front at the right of the speaker’s 
position, ahead of Illinois, Minnesota, 
Kentucky and New Mexico. At the 
left of the stand were Idaho, Oregon, 
Washington, Iowa, Porto Rico and 
the District of Columbia. Since sev- 
eral of the_large delegations extended 
from a center aisle through three tiers 
of seats to the outer edges, other 
states and territories were scattered 
backward to the right and left. 

Under the present tentative ar- 
rangement, states coming with can- 
didates or possible “dark horses” and 
states with big delegations, are read- 
ily accessible to the speakers’ eye and 
voiee. They will have little advantagé 
over the others, however, for a double 
cluster of 24 electric voice-amplifiers 
will be suspended above the speaker’s 
head and the whole delegates’ section 
ig so close to the speakers’ stand, as 
well as below it, that identification 
will be easy for him.

Repeal Banking Acta. 


“We demand repeal of the federal 
reserve and banking acts and in place 
thereof declare for government owner- 
ship and operation of all banking in- 
stitutions,’ was a plank which 
brought a yell of approval. 

Under “organization of labor” the 
platform advocated protection to the 
right of workers to organize unions, 
abolition of injunctions and declared 
against “‘use of military forces against 
workers.”’ 

A federal law for the eight-hour 
day -and federal amendments to pre- 
vent child labor and to provide gen- 
eral compulsory education were ad- 
vocated. Other social legislation fa- 
vored included minimum wage acts, 
old age pensions and insurance, the 
funds for which would be raised by 
profit, inheritance and fncome taxes. 

Compensation for prospective moth- 
ers was favored. 

Under “farmers’ program” the plat- 
form advocated legislation for “loans 
to farmers in distress without inter- 
est to government or banking institu- 
tions and to finance and insure the 
products of the land,” 


Plan of Procedure. 


The organization committee agreed 
upon a plan of procedure advocated 
by the union labor and farm element. 

The plan called for no immediate 
organization of a national party as 
such, but for a provisional body to 
prepare the way for a national gath- 
ering after the November election to 
perfect a permanent body. Mean- 
while, it was proposed, activities 
weuld be centered around the build- 
ing up of state bodies. 

The committee recommended that 
the provisional body negotiate wita 
any other group favoring organization 
of a national farmer-labor party with 
a yiew to agreeing upon a single s¢t 
o£ candidates and a platform. Such 
other groups would be given represen- 
tation. in the interim organization. It 
was explained by Delegate Mahony 
this would give a chance for the St. 
Paul convention to back La Follette 
in case he omes an active candi- 
date after the Cleveland conference. 
In case he does not rfin. a provisional 
ticket, to be nominated here, would 
he placed in the field. 

Mr. Mahony said that adoption of 
this plan by the committee was an 
evidence of the sincerity of the com- 
mnunists in carrving out the prothise 
rrade by W. Z. Foster at the morninz 
session. not to attempt to swing the 
convention into the control of the 
vorkers’ party.

Difference One of Modes. 

The substantial difference between 
the exclusion provision and the gen- 
tlemen’s agreement, the note continues, 
lies in what President Coolidge de- 
scribed in his statement at the time 
he signed the immigration bill, as the 
determination of congress to exercise 
“its prerogative in defending by legis- 
lation the control of immigration in- 
stead of leaving it to international ar- 
rangements.” 

“It is not understood that this pre- 
rogative is called in question, but 
rather, your government expressly 
recognizes that ‘it lies within the in- 
herent sovereign power of each state 
to limit and control immigration to its 
own domains’ an authority which it is 
believed the Japanese government has 
not failed to exercise in its own dis 
cretion with respect to the admission 
of aliens and the conditions and loca- 
tion of their settlement within its 
borders,” Secretary Hughes’ note con- 
tinues, 

It is at this point. that the secre- 
tary, after noting thut the president 
“would have preferred to continue 
the existing arrangement” with Japan 
with such modifications as seemed de- 
sireable asserts: 

U. S. Does Not Feel Bonnd. 

“This government does not feel that 
it is limited to such an internationz! 
arrangement or that by virtue of the 
existing understanding (the gentle- 
men’s agreement) or of the negotia- 
tions it has conducted in the past 
with the Japanese government, it has 
in any sense lost or impaired the ful! 
liberty of action which it would other- 
wise have in this matter. On the con- 
trary, that freedom with respect to 
the control of immigration, which ia 
an essential element of sovereignty 
and entirely compatible with ths 
friendly sentiments which antimute 
our international relations. this gov- 
ernment in the course of these negv- 
tiations always fully reserved.” 

The note then quotes the clause 
from Article II of the commercial 
treaty of 1894 with Japan which stip- 
ulated specificully the reservation of 
the right to control “the immigration 
of laborers” by law. It adds that 
when the new commercial treaty oi 
1911 was under negotiatien this 
clause was eliminated at the instance 
of the Japanese government because 
of the. existence of the gentlemen’s 
agreement of 1907-8, by which Japan 
undertook. on her own motion, to re- 
strict such emigration ‘to the United 
States. | 

Refers to Correspondence. 

Reference also is made to meme- 
randa exchanged between the Japan- 
ese embassy and the state department, 
dated October 19, 1910, and January 
23, 1911, in which the state depar<- 
ment acquiesced in the Javanese sug- 
gestion for elimination of the clause 
under discussion but with the stipu- 
lation that “the government of thie 
United States does so with all necey 
sary reserves and without prejudice 
to the inherent sovereign right cf 
either country to limit and control 
immigration to its own domains or 
possessions.” 

On February 8, 1911, the embassy 
replied in a memorandum which stated 
that ‘“‘the imperial government concurs 
in the understanding of the proposal

Secretary Hughes’ note points out 
that this correspondence. constituted 
a “distinct understanding” ‘between 
the two governments of the right of 
each to control immigration and adds 
that the advisability of dealing with 
the question by legislative enactment 
“necessarily remains within the legis- 
lative power of this government to 
determine,” a power which congress 
now has exercised. . 

The note advises the Japanese gov- 
ernment that since the exclusion pro- 
vision takes effect July 1, 1924, the 
.Washington government must consider 
the government of Japan as released 
from any further obligation under the 
gentlemen’s agreement as from that 
date. It concludes with the assertion 
that recognition of the right of each 
government to legislate in control of 
immigration “should not derogate in 
any degree from the mutual goud will 
and cordial friendship which have al- 
ways characterized the relations of the 
two countries.”

300 MEN FIGHTING

At 
6 o'clock tonight, reports from the 
fire indicated that several thousand 
acres of timber already had _ been 


burned and the fire still was reported - 


as burning furiously.

GRIM DENES GIG 
REPORT TO DUPONT 


Washington, June 38.—Officialg of 
the department of justice continued 
today the defense of their adminis 
tration before the senate Daugherty 
investigating committee with the Old 
Hickory Powder .company case at 
Nashville, Tenn., 2ssuming a position 
of prominence, 

John W. H. Crim, former assistant 
nttorney general, wag recalled, while 
Henry W. Anderscn, head of the war 
transactions section of the depart- 
ment, and his assistants, also were 
examined on the subject. 

George W. Storck, an accountant 
for the department of justice, who 
was assigned to a ovpreliminary in- 
vestigation of ile case, declared he 
had reported to Mr. Crim that the 
government should recover between 
$5.000,000 and $20,000,000 from the 
[TnuiPont Engineering company, if if 
obiained evidence which he said was 
in existence. Later, he said, he found 
his confidential report in the posses- 
sion of attorneys for the DuPonts, 

Mr. Crim flatly denied that he had 
furnished, or caused to be furnished, 
to the DuPonts the Storck report, 
as did Mr. Anderson. 

Senator Wheeler, democrat, Mon- 
tana, the committee prosecutor, anJ 
Senator Jones, republican, Washing- 
ton, read extracts from Storck’s testi- 
mony, given the committee several 
months ago, in which the accountant 
declared Chim ond Anderson were 
present at conferences with the Du- 
Pont representatives, in which Storck 
found out that the DuPonts had his 
memoranda, The two witnesses both 
said they considered Storck mistaken, 
although Crim seid he considered 
Storck “one of the best men in the 
government service.” 

Crim told the committee he had re 
garded Storck’s findings “as most 
serious,” because the “people involved 
were powerful.” He endeavored, he 
said, just before leaving office to get 
the case organized for prosecutiov 
I'he furnishing of the information to 
the DuPonts about what the govern- 
ment was working up was “precisely 
what Anderson and I were trying te 
prevent,” he said. 

Anderson expiained the system 
adopted in the department of justice 
for considering civil suits in war 
fraud cases. His own attention for 
many months, ke said, had been taken 
up with the prep*ration of the chem 
ical foundation proceedings.

Under the appropriation bill of the 
legislature schools receive 50 per cent 
of the state’s revenue. A _ specified 
amount is set aside by direct appro- 
priation, then all state income above 
double this amount is directed to be 
divided by two and half of it given to 
schools. 

The revenue of the state this year 
ins been $200,000 in excess of the 
umount covered in the direct school 
appropriation, therefore the governu. 
bus turned over the additional 50 per 
cent, or $100,000, to them. This is 
the first time an amount of this size 
has been spent on the commun schools 
of the state in any One year. 


Gerogia has a total of 5,628 miles 
of federal aid highways, according to 
disclosures in a statement just issued 
by the United States department of 
agriculture, The same reports. put 
the total of Alabama federal aid high- 
ways as 3,872 miles. | 

According to the act of 1921, each 
state highway department was to 
designate a system of roads, not ex- 
ceeding 7 per cent of the total rural 
mileage of the state, for improvement 
with federal aid, the government to 
pay up to 50 per cent of the cost price. 
Appropriations for federal road build- 
ing aid since 1916, the report says, 
have totaled $540,000,000, of which 
Georgia has received $12,456,874, and 
Alabama $9,710,910. 

Total mileage completed in Georgia 
up to April 30 last, the bureau of 
roads reports, was 1,200, under con- 
struction, 103 miles, and funds avail- 
able, $129,065. 

On the complete system for the Untt- 
ed States the report states that an 
estimate based on incomplete studies 
at the end of last year shows about 
110,000 miles of surfaced roads, &,- 
700 miles of graded roads, leaving 
110,000 miles yet to be surfaced.

NOT BY McADOO’S CONSENT. 

The old reliable New York Times, 
the news columns of which are look- 
ed upon as always dependable and 
faithful to facts, leads a general 
story on the approaching democratic 
national convention with the follow- 
ing paragraph that is as significant 
as it is astounding: 


“The campaign managers of William 
G. McAdoo apparently have decided to 
risk his candidacy upon an attempt to 
do away with the rule requiring two- 
thirds of the vote of the democratic 
national convention to nominate a 
candidate for president, seemingly be- 
lieving that they already have a ma- 
jority of the delegates for him and 
doubting their ability to get two- 
thirds.” 

If this is true, surely Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s campaign managers are pro- 
ceeding without their candidate’s 
knowledge or cOMSent. 

The “two-thirds rule’ for nomi- 
nating in the democratic party is 


not only as old and as traditional 2s, 


the party itself, having been created 
at the first national convention in 
1832 by request of Andrew Jack- 
son, who was first nominated under 
it, but it is representative of the 
fundamental faith of the party. 

It is obvious that with the “unit 
rule’ applied in state delegations, 
as results from primary or conven- 
tion “instructions” to vote the state 
unit, a bare majority in each of a 
few populous states, such as New 
York, Illinois, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, can absolutely dictate a nom- 
ination or a party policy contrary 
to the overwhelming rank and file 
of the party’s electors in the nation 
at large. 

It must be understood that the 
strength of the state units is based 
upon the number of congressional 
districts, and the number of con- 
gressional districts in each state is 
determined by the census population 
figures, the congressional popula- 
tion unit now being approximately 
230,000. That being the case, to 
abrogate the two-thirds rule without 
destroying the present system of 
state units will be tantamount to 
destroying one of the chief reasons 
that exist for the democratic party. 
It would obliterate the only well- 
defined line of demarkation today 
between the democratic and the re- 
publican party. 

In that it would invite tens of 
thousands of present-day democrats, 
who are democrats not on any par- 
ticular economic or foreign policy, 
but solely because they believe in 
the broad principles of state rights, 
local self-government and the un- 
abridged voice of all the people in 
government—who believe in gov- 
ernment “of and by and for the 
people’—actually out of the party 
ranks. There is no mistake about 
it. 

As astounding’as is the unquali- 
fied opening news paragraph from 
The Times, as quoted, the following 


- paragraph, carried later in the story, 


is even more astounding: 


“The program of the McAdoo man- 
agers, if their present plans are not 
ehanged, is to try to do away with the 
two-thirds rule and at the same time 
to keep the unit rule, under which, 
in the belief of Mr. McAdoo’s support- 
ers, the vote of half a dozen or more 
states is to be kept solid for McAdoo.” 
‘ It is unfair to Mr. McAdoo ‘to 4as- 
$ume that he will be a party to any 
Such high-handed. procedure for a 
purely selfish motive. 
‘ If Mr. McAdoo is nominated by 
time-honored regularity; as has been 
every democratic nomince since the 
irth of the party, there can be no 
doubt that he will be a formidable 


| ‘€andidate in the November elections. 
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| But to be nominated by such a ruse 
as his managers are alleged to be 
planning will put him at a distinct 
disadvantage. 

The Constitution does rot believe 
that Mr. McAdoo approves either of 
these suggested plans. ‘ 


POLITICS IN FRANCE. 

The swiftness with which France 
elects presidents will take the 
breath of an American politician. 

Tuesday, June 10, the senate and 
chamber voted against 
Millerand. The next day, true to 
proverbial Latin impulse, he _ re- 
Signed. Thursday the caucuses 
were held to choose his successor. 
Friday afternoon M. Gaston Dou- 
mergue, 2 compromise candidate, 
years. 

Although he too may find it ex- 
pedient to resign before the swing- 
ing pendulum of French politics 
comes to a plumb. 


In France there are two elements | 


striving for mastery, very much as 
in this country today—the con- 
Servative and the radical. Milile- 
rand, as is Poincare, for a long time 
his premier, are of the ultra con- 
servative mold. Herriot and Pain- 
leve are both radicals—the latter of 
the Debs, or certainly of the La Fol- 
lette type, the former less so, but 
nevertheless too far from conserva- 
tive to please the majority of peo- 
ple, who sought a safe middle 
ground. And Doumergue stands 
upon that middle ground, or so it 
is thought. 

Therefore, neither the socialists 
nor the radical-socialists won ex- 
cept that they brought about the 
retirement of Millerand. 

By the French plan of election by 
the national assembly it is entirely 
possible for a candidate to win in- 
dependently without. the support of 
party. 

Under a popular electorate sys- 
tem, by state units, as in this coun- 
try it has never yet been possible to 
elect an independent. 

Indeed this is a party govern- 
ment, and aside from the two major 
parties, all others have been of me- 
teoric and punitive origin, or to 
foster the political ideals of some 
specific group for the political ef- 
fect in certain states or sections. 

As to France, the election has at 
least quieted for the time a bitter 
personal political fight—one of the 
bitterest ever known in continental 
Europe. 

That much accomplished is in ®- 
self of great value, especially es 
the balance of Europe it waiting on 
France’s action on the Dawes re- 
nort and many other crucial eco- 
nomic issues involving international 
relations. 


The new man’in France seems 
to fit in very well. He is colorless 
and) moderate; whereas Millerand 
and his avowed opponents were all 
extremists of either the right or the 
left. 

This does not appear to be a 
good year for radicals in politics. 


THE< RED “CONVENTION.” 

The farmer-labor party national 
convention at St. Paul appears to 
be a second edition of the soviet 
internationale. It accepted the 
Stamp of communism when it ac- 
cepted as delegates men and women 
who have been notoriously associ- 
ated with red activities in this coun- 
try, some of whom have figured in 
federal indictments. 

That it should look to La Fol- 
lette for candidate leadership is only 
natural, and it is equally natural 
that La Follette, who is too smart 
to be caught in such a trap, 
should publicly repudiate such a 
proffer. 

The Wisconsin senator has called 
his own convention for a purely 
La Follette party organization be- 
hind a La Follette platform, to meet 
in Cleveland on July 4. While he 
expects to corral all of the ‘‘red”’ 
and near-red radicals of the country 
in his independent candidacy for 
the presidency, he seriously contem- 
plates a-much more formidable fol- 
lowing from radical defections from 
both the major parties than he 
could possibly hope for through an 
organization that is as closely Rus- 
sian as Trotsky himself could pos- 
sibly anticipate on this shore. 

The fact is the farmer-labor party 
is not too radical for La Follette, 
nor is La Follette too conservative 
for the farmer-labor party, but the 
famous republican’ insurgent is 
playing a shrewd game of politics 
in which his own personality and 
not that of a discredited party 
skeleton must predominate... 

The idea of La Follette creating 
and operating a radical party dump- 
ing ground during the impending 
campaign ought to be more accept- 
able than displeasing to both the 
major parties. The fact is they 
will both be better off it they are 
purged of the implacable extremists 
who have taken refuge in their tents 
for the reason they could find no 
other covers to shelter them from 
the storms. 

If the people of this country 
really desire radicalism—whether 
Americanized socialism or Russian- 
ized sovietism—let us know it. 
And there is no better test than the 
movement that La Follette is un- 
iertaking. 

If they do not want it—and still 
insist on remaining governmentally 
sane for a while—then let us know 
that. It will at least be comforting 
to have the facts established.

The plaintiff, in his petition, claims 
that on or about February 10, 1920, 
he was employed by defendant to sell 
or lease the capital stock of the 
Gainesville & Northwestern railroad 
company, the defendant being the 
owner of this stock. Matthews, the 
petition claims, promised to pay the 
plaintiff well for these services. 

The plaintiff, the petition sets forth, 
accepted employment, relying on de- 
fendant’s promise to pay him, and 
opened negotiations for purchase of 
the stock by Everly M. Davis and 
Lewis Sanders, of New York, and 
Ashcraft-Wilkinsou company and 
George L. Pratt, of Atlanta.

"CASTOR OIL ON TROUBLED

Some one has sent in an encomium 
of castor oil as a regular physic, pre- 
sumably written by a physician who 
cpines that castor oil has some “‘tonic 
action on the intestinal mucous mem- 
brane’—which sounds impressive bui 
dvesn’t mean anvthing. -The friend 
who sends in the item asks _ pertinently 
what mere folks are to do when doc- 
tors disagree. . 

What do folks do when lawyers dis- 
agree? They submit the issue to a 
tiird lawyer designated as a judge 
and he decides what is right, all three 
lawyers getting suitable compensation 
for their services. 

Any doctor cempetent to judge 
knows that castor oil is a fairly brisk 
end powerful furgative with a 
pronounced binding after effect, and 
for that reason it is one of the sover- 
eing remedies in acute diarrhea cases, 
promptly sweepirg out the offending 


‘material and then binding the bowel. 


This binding effect renders castor oil 
reculiarly unsuitable as a laxative tn 
ordinary costiveness. Whoever in- 
flicts castor oil on a costive child

Rome, June 18.—The political con- 
sequences growing out of the disap- 
pearance of Deputy Matteotti, the 
“millionaire socialist,” have ‘been far 
overshadowed in public importance by 
the investigation into the alleged 
erime. Although the excited public, 
still goading the nation’s guardians 
of justice to solve the mystery, the 
officials have been unable to find any 
real evidence that the deputy actually 
hos been murdered. 

A large amount 02f circumstantial 
evidence, however, has led both the 
public and the‘officials to assume that 
Matteotti has been put out of the 
way by political adversaries. Who 
these political enemies are, who ac- 


tually ordered the killing of the dep- 
ufy and who carried out the execu- 
tion of the order, are questions which 
are developing the greatest political 
ivheaval Italy has seen in recent 
years. 
Further Scandal’ Threatened. 

Having submerged some of the high- 
est officials of the fascisti government, 
the mystery begins to threaten the 
revelation of further scandals in con- 
nection with persons upon whom the 
rrblie and the press persist in pin- 
rng strong suspicious of conpection 
with the disappearance of Matteotti. 

Prominent leaders of the fascisti.

Chicago, ' June 18.—Corn scored a 
spectacular advance today, and the 
upward sweep of the wheat mar&ct 
continued. :! deliveries of both 
cereals overtopped the season’s pre- 
vious record. Persistent wet weather 
was the chief stimulating factor in 
corn, and there was foreign buying 
of wheat.

Unusual searcity of offerings in the 
corn market appeared to frighten trad- 
ers who had contracted to make de- 
liveries in.

Flur- 
ried bidding from such individuals 
ran prices up rapidly, and with specu- 
lative demand broadening out it was 
only after the ascent had amounted 
to 3 1-2c'a bushel that any reaction 
of importance took place. Knowledge 
that other markets were outbidding 
Chicago in the country, and that cash 
corn was up 5 cents at St. Lovis 
with all grades selling above 90c add- 
ed to the tension here, and led to

Washington, June 18,—The prose- 
cution rested today in the alleged lum- 
ber fraud conspiracy case and coun- 
sel for the six defendants made sep- 
arate motions for an instructed ver- 
dict of acquittal. Justice Bailey ex- 
cused the jurors until Monday morn- 
ing and allowed ‘counsel until tomor- 
row morning to prepare their argu- 
ments, 

Justice Bailey asked government 
counsel for a statement tomorrow of 
the evideyce on which the prosecu- 
tion seeks to hold John Stephens, of 
Jacksonville, Fla., who was a partner 


with John L. Phillips in the contract 
with the United States to dispose of 
the surplus lumber, and Ernest C. 
Morse, former director of sales of the 
war department. 

Justice Bailey also suggested that 
the indictment seems to charge -two 
conspiracies, one to obtain a contract 
by which Phillips and Stephens were 
the lumber and- one under 
which they were to get secret profits, 
and another by which the accused 
conspired to obtain the release, by 
collection with department agents, of 
lumber as surplus which was needed 
for governmental purposes. Unless it 
Was claimed that all the defendants 
conspired, the justice said, he wanted 
counsel for the government to be pre- 
pared to argue the question if there 
were not two conspiracies charged.

Hildebrand, who is now national 
treasurer of the Independent Klan of 
America, the organization formed here

says he is filing the suit in behalf of 
1,500 former klansmen. 

Hildebrand charges in the suit that 
the klan’s money is being divided 
among officers “according to the wil) 
and discretion, and desires of the for- 
mer Texas dentist, Hiram W. Evans, 
now his lordship im the defendant or- 
ganization.” It is alleged in the com- 
plaint that more than $5,000,000 
paid int» the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan treasury by Indiana members, in- 
cluding the plaintiff, which money was 
to have been used in building and es- 
tablishing a university to be known 
as the American university; that 500,- 
000 Indiana persons bought robes 
of the Ku Klux Klan at $6.50 each 
and that $3.50 of this sum was to go 
into the fund to establish the universi- 
ty. but that after receiving $5,000,000 
in this. way, the defendant organiza- 
tion divided the money among its offi- 
cers and did not use any of it for the 
purpose intended. . 

It is alleged the Ku Klux Klan gave
